New year 
bringing 
changes 
at work 


Starting Monday, California employers can 
no longer ask most job applicants about their 
criminal records until a conditional offer has 
been made, and can’t ask any job seekers 
about their salary history unless the appli- 
cant volunteers this information. 

These are two of more than two dozen 
state workplace laws passed in 2017 that take 


effect in the new year. 
Another one will 
require employers with KATHLEEN

give eligible employees Net Worth 

up to 12 weeks of un- 

paid, job-protected leave to bond with a new 
child within the first 12 months of the child’s 
birth, adoption or foster placement. Larger 
employers in California already had this 
requirement. 

The statewide minimum wage also will go 
up by 50 cents per hour Monday to $10.50 
per hour for employers with 25 or fewer 
workers and to $11 per hour for employers 
with 26 or more employees. That increase 
was mandated under a 2016 law that is grad- 
ually increasing the minimum wage to $15 
per hour. Some California cities already have 
higher minimum wages.
